The extension of the Esquimalt and 
Nanaimo Railway on Vancouver Is- 


only a few miles of ballasting remain- 
ing tu be done: ‘Ihe new line will be 
in operation by November 1. 

Alberni has an ideal situation, be- 
ing over thirty miles inland on the 
Western Coast of the Island, but hav- 
ing an ample depth of water for the 
largest ships to navigate without any 
dimecutly. 

One of the singular things about the 
construction of this line was that 
when the builders were making a 
small cutting through a ‘hill in- Al- 
berni, near the wharf, they struck a 
fine seam of coal, some of which will 
probably supply the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Company's steamships with 
fuel ‘for some time to come as it is 
of a fine grgde and there are thou- 
sands of tons of it in sight. 

Opening Up New District 

A Canadian Pacific Railway official 
who has just returned from a trip to 
the Pacific Coast. states that there 
will be undoubtedly a big rush of 
settlers to the Windermere Valley next 
year. This district is being rapidly 
opened up. The Canadian Pacific, it 
is stated, will have forty miles of road 
into the valley in operation next year, 
and with these transportation facili- 
ties at their command, new settlers 
will find the district a good one in 
which to settle. The land of the Wind- 
ermere Valley is singularly free from 
rock, and is composed of rich fertile 
soil, with sufficient timber for \the 
construction of buildings and for do- 
mestic purposes. Water for irrigation 
purposes is plentiful and easily ob- 
tained and the climate of the: valley 
is remarkably free from extremes of 
heat and cold.

ON LABOR DISPUTES. | 


Official of the Liberal Government tn

The greatest strike in the history of 
the British Empire was settled not 
Jone ago, when conditions almost 
equivalent to a civil war made it ne- 
cessary for the Government to act 
promptly and decisively, as no Gov: 
ernment ever did on benalf of a labor 
dispute. It was a national crisis, A 
quarter of a million railway employes 
were out. Troops were firiug upon 


strixe rioters. At a rot in Wales 
the day before the settlement two 
men were shot down aud others 
wounded. The Chancellor of the Ex. 


chequer came into the breach. The 
Liberal Government was largely elect- 
ed by labor interests. The conference 
at the Board of Trade oitices was the 
result, 

»y midnight messages had been 
sent to 1,800 labor unions ordering off 
the strike. The men claimed to have 
scored a victory—in tne recognition 
of the unions. Most of the credit was 
accorded to Lloyd-George. The Pre- 
mier was in personal attendance at 
the conference; when both he and the 
Finance Minister acted in the capue- 
ity of Labor Minister. / 

But the combined efforts of both 
Premier and Chancellor might have 
been ineffective but for the offices 
of one man. He is George Rankin 
Askwith, K.C., whose official position 
is Pee peciermeners) of the Commer. 
cis! Labor and Statistical Departments 
of the Board of Trade. Single-handed 
Mr, Askwith had brought to a settle- 
ment the first strike of thé London 
dock larorers and carters. which look- 
ed as if it was going to ruin London's 
business.

labor. disputes, and he has displayed 
such genius in his calling that the 
masters and men in nearly every biz 
strike in the last two years have sent 
for him to conduct their negotiations. 

His management of the last big 
strike in London is an excellent illus- 
tration of his methods. He got both 
sides to meet after they had told each 
other they wouidn't, Under his 
chairmanship they sat continuously 
for nearly 48 hours, till svon aiter 
midnight of the second day the ar- 
rangement was announced that stop 
ped the strike and saved London, 

Practically the same thing happen- 
ed at Hull, where the ites came 
out a few weeks ago. When that 
strike spread to Cardiff and South 
Wales, Askwith traveled there, and in 
couple of days restored peace. Last 
winter it is a certainty that the whole 
cotton industry, which employs so 
many millions throughout the rorth- 
ern counties, would have come to a 
standstill had not Askwith traveled 
north and stayed there until he saw 
every one of the euise. of friction re- 
moved.

MIGHTY ARCTURUS. 


{f This Star Were Our Sun it Would 
Instantly Coneume the Earth. 

The parallax of a star is its angulac 
displacement as seen from two op- 
posite points on the earth's orbit. The 
base line employed in this gigantic epe- 
cies of surveying is 186,000,000 miles 
in length, but the calculation is re- 
duced to the semidiameter of the orbit. 
The results are at the same time amaz- 
ing and instructive, 

Let us take the famous star Are- 
turus, often called the “star df Job” 
because in the Old Testament the 
Almighty is represented as saying to 
the unfortunate patriarch, who main- 
tains a certain dignity In spite of his 
helplessness and his sufferings, “Canst 
thou call forth Arcturus and his sons?” 

Many conflicting measures of the 
parallax of Arcturus have been made, 
but the latest made at Yale seem more 
probably correct than their predeces- 
sors. They fix the parallax at 0.066 
seconds—i. e., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of are. From this it is 
easy to calculate the distance of the 
star. It comes out at nearly 290,000.- 
000,000,000 miles (two bundred and 
ninety trillion miles), This is more 
than 3,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. 

Having this distance, we can calcu- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tual brightness as compared with that 
of our sun, on the supposition that 
both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus find that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a light giver about 
It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours. 

Put the earth as near to Arcturus 
as it is to the sun and all life would 
disappear from its surface as if swept 
off by a blast of inconceivable héat. 
The summer temperature would rise 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The 
oceans would boil away. Vegetation 
would be burned up in a twinkling. 
The eyes of living beings would char 
in their sockets. The plains and 
mountains would burst into flame. 
Minerals would run in molten streams. i 
There would be no comfort for a liv- 
ing world nearer to Arcturus than 
about 4,000,000,000 miles. If he has 
planets he must keep them at a re 
spectful distance. And yet neatly 
300,000,000,000,000 miles from him we 
can look into his blazing eye and see 
only a bright star.

Drinking a cup of hot water is a 


more efficacious treatment for many 
Rls than sdme persons realize. There 
are physicians who prescribe it for in- 
active livers, a glassful to be taken as 
soon as one wakes tn the morning. The 
warmth as well as the liquid are bene 
ficial, for it is a well known fact that 
few persons drink much water 
through the day ax thes should. 

That the dose affects the complexion 
favorably there is no doubt. Some per- 
sons add the juice of half a lemon to 
the water. There is no doubt that for 
certain systems this is beneficial, but 
it is a matter that a physician should 
decide in Individual instances. 

Many a case of simple indigestion 
may be cured by drinking a cup of 
hot water, the dose to be taken as 
soon as there is any sense of discom- 
fort. Adding a half teaspoonful of bi- 
carbonate of soda is recommended by 
some physicians where there is pro- 
nounced acidity of the stomach, the 
soda acting as a neutralizer, while the 
warm liquid carries the matter from 
the stomach. 

Persons who are dieting for reduc- 
tion find hot water more thirst quench- 
ing than cold, and they therefore can 
get along comfortably with a smaller 
quantity. That water taken with food 
is fattening there is no doubt. . 

Hot water is an excellent substitute 
for tea for persons made nervous by 
the beverage and on certain occasions 
may be used as a food substitute. 

If for any reason there ix a desire 
to get along with the least quantity of 
food and the stomach becomes empty, 
hot water is soothing and fills the void, 
so that for a time a feeling of faint- 
ness is obviated.
